COAL OPERATORS ARE 


ASKING NIGIR PRIGE 


Big Advance on Sales Even 
to Largest Consumers, 
of Coal. 


Chicago, March 8.—Operators of coaJ 
mines are 
asking greatly 
enhanced 
prices for their products, even of tlieir 
biggest 
customers, including the 
rail- 
roads, it was stated today. 
In instances 
the prices at the pit nioiith are 100 ])er 
tent more than a year ago. Xone of the 
advances so far reported run under 50 
per cent. 
Following are some of the 
new contracts: 
The New York Central 
this week bought 600,000 tons of south- 
ern Illinois coal at $2 a ton for steam 
lump, an advance of 65 rents a ton. The 
Southern railway bought 900,000 tons of 
Big Seam coal at $1.65, compared with 
$1.12 1-2 a year ago. 
The coal docks of 
the upper lakes this week bought 400,- 
000 tons of Pocahontas lump and egg 
coal at $3.75. 
The price a vear ago was 
$1.60. 
The docks also paid'$3 for Poca- 
hontas mine run coal which last year 
cost them $1.35.- The Louisville & Nash- 
•ille railroad paid $2 a ton for Alabama 
coal which cost $1.23 1-2 a year ago. 


These instances are said to be typical 
of innumerable others and suggest the 
possibility of even greater exactions from 
the small consumer next fall. 


There is no .shortage of coal at the 
mi.^es, it is said, and expert» 
estimated 
that the underground supply is sufficient 
to last the country 2,500 years. 
The car 
shortage, however, 
has adversely 
af- 
fected production during the last year.

Status StUl Indeflnlte. 


Minister Whitlock's status still re- 
mains indefinite. 
Germany, after the 
break, refused to recognize his diplo- 
matic position as minister, but author- 
ized 
him, with other Americans, 
to 
remain in chai'ge of the Belgian relief 
work. 
As practically all of Belgium 
is in the inilitary possession of Ger- 
many and her capital has been moved 
to Havre, France, officials here 
see 
only two alternatives, that he is no 
longer clothed with diplomatic author- 
ity or to send him to Havre a,s the ful- 
ly accredited minister to Belgium.

His Idea, Says Report by 
Commission. 


DEFENSE OF EGYPT 


PURPOSE OF MOVE 


Responsibility is Fixed for 
Hl-yated Effort Costing 
Allies Heavily. 


London, ISrarch 
8.—The 
Dardanelles 
expedition as far as Great Britain was 
concerned was undertaken on the initia- 
tive of Colonel Winston Churchill, then 
first lord of the admiralty, according to 
a ininority report of the commission ap- 
pointed to inquire into tlie responsibility 
for the expedition which was issued to- 
day. 


The report summarizes the conclusions 
reached as follows: 


"The question of attacking the Dar- 
danelles was on 
the initiative 
of Mr. 
Churchill, brought under the considera- 
tion of tlie Avar council on Xovembcr '25, 
]914, as the idea method of defending 
Egypt. 
It may reasonably bo assumed 
that inasmuch as all the authorities con- 
cerned were prima facie in favor of a 
joint military rather than a purely naval 
attack,, sucii an attack, if undertaken at 
nil, would have been of the former rather 
than of the latter character, had not 
other circumstances led to. a modifica- 
tion of the program. 
A communication 
from the llussian government of January 
2 introduced a fresh element into the 
ca.se. 
T]ie British government consider- 
ed that something must be done in re- 
Bpon-se to it and in this connecton the 
q\iestion of attacking the 
Dardanelles 
was again rai.sed. 


As to Troops Available. 


"The spcrctary of state for war de- 
clared that 
there were no troops im- 
mediately available for o]»crations in the 
oast and his .liatement was acccpted by 
the war council, who took no steps to 
eatisfy themselves by reports of esti- 
mates' a.s to what troops were avail- 
able then or in tlie near future. 
Had 
this been done, the coumiissioncrs think 
it 
would have liccn 
ascertained 
that 
fiiifficient troops would be available for 
a joint military and naval operation at 
an earlier date than suppo.ccd. but this 
matter was not adecpiately investigated 
by the war council. 
Tims the question 
before the war council on .lannary 13 
was whether no action i)f any kind should 
for the time being be uiuiertaken 
or 
whether action should be taken by the 
fleet alone, the navy being held to be 
tlie only forcn available.

would have preferred a joint

and military attack, but they did not 
express to the w a r council and were 
not Asked to express, any opinion on 
the subject and offered no objection 
to naval operations as they considered 
them experimental and such as could 
be discontinued if the first results ob- 
tained were not satisfactory. 


"The commissioners think t h a t there

before the council, and t h a t the naval 
advisers should have expressed their 
views to the council, whether 
asked 
or not, If they considered the project 
which the council was about to adopt 
was impracticable f r o m a naval point 
of view. 


Where War Ckjnncil Erred. 


"Looking at the position w^hich ex- 
isted on Jan. 13, 1915, tljf commis- 
sioners do not think the w a r council 
were justified in coming to the deci- 
sion without m u c h fuller investigation 
of 
the 
proposition 
which 
had 
been 
suggested to' them. 
The commission- 
ers hold that the possibility of m a k - 
ing a surprise a t t e m p t amphibious at- 
tack on Gallipoli offered such great 
military and political advantage t h a t 
it was mistaken 
and 
Ill-advised 
to 
sacrifice this possibility by deciding to 
undertake 
a 
purely 
naval 
attack, 
which f r o m its nature could not ob- 
tain completely t h e object set out In 
the terms of the decision. 


-"We consider that in view of the 
opinions expressed by the naval and 
military authorities on the spot, the 
decision to abandon the naval attack 
after the bombardment of March 18, 
was inevitable. 
There was no meeting 
of the war council between March 19 
and 
May 
14. 
Meanwhile 
Important 
land opeVations were undertaken. W e 
think that before such operations were 
commenced 
the war 
council 
should 
have carefully reconsidered the whole 
position. 
In our opinion the

he 
was

young, that he had n o t tried to enlist 
recently and that he became 21 years 
of age, a f t e r he left Australia. - W h a t 
he told m e merely confirmed my be- 
lief that he Is In this country evading 
military service. 
He asked permission 
to participate in at least one bout here 
so It could be demonstrated that he 
would not bo a party to a 'brutal exhi- 
bition.' 
I declined to grant his re- 
quest."

Seeks Sentiment of Senate. 


Senator

power of his office," has the right to 
protect commerce to foreign nations 
equally with commerce between 
the 
states. 


The resolution is not considered to 
have effect except as an 
expression 
of the sentiment of the senate if It is 
adopted. 
The resolution f u r t h e r de- 
clares that the president's 
authority 
is not related to the power to declare 
war but is derived f r o m his right as 
the head of the civil government to 
execute the laws for protecting com- 
merce. 


The text follows: 


Text of the Resolution. 


"It is resolved by the United States 
senate that It is the sense of the senate 
that the president of the United States 
has, by virtue of tho power of his of- 
fice, under the constitution and 
laws 
of the United States, the right to pro- 
tect commerce destined f r o m the Unit- 
ed States to foreign nations, to 
the 
same extent t h a t he has to protect in- 
terstate commerce between the states 
and In the navigable waters of Ahe 
United States. 
Be it 


"Resolved, T h a t is is the sense of 
the senate t h a t this power is not de- 
rived nor necessarily related to any 
provisions the constitution or any laws 
that have to do with declaring war 
but is derived f r o m the power vested 
in the president as head civil official 
of the United States to exercise the 
provisions of tho constitution relating 
to the fostering of commerce between 
foreign 
countries 
and 
the 
United 
States. 


"It is resolved, to secure protection 
of commerce 
between 
nations 
the 
president of the United States h a s the 
power to protect commerce

Extending the Civil Service. 


• One fine little tempest has been stirred up among the congres- 
BÍojial delegations by the annoimcemeut of a new rule of the post- 
office department under which after April 1, the appointment of all 
postmasters of the first, second and third class will be subject to com- 
petitive examination, as is now the case with the fourth-class post- 
masterships. 
It is like the proverbial clap of thunder emanating 
from clear skies, for no such modification of the civil service practice 
was cxpected in any quarter. 
Practice of recent years has been 
toward! the restriction of the civil service rules rather than their 
expansion. 
Any proposal in the latter direction is certain to im- 
press the average congressman as little less than high crime and 
misdemeanor, and that has been the precise effect of the new order.

Now what will happen? 
With the ccrtainty that qualification 
by examination and not congressional favor is to be the determining 
factor in the appointment of the big postmasterships, do you sup- 
pose the congressman can depend upon those who may aspire to these 
places setting the woods of the district aflame with enthusiasm for 
liim, and then keeping the fires hot imtil after election? 
Somehow, 
Ave fear not. Rather will the candidate for the postmastership put 
in his best licks qualifying himself for that examination, and the 
congressman will be left to do his own job of canoe-paddling. 
The 
order is a sorry blow at the congressional leverage in the home 
district. 


Opponents of civil service have contended that since, in the 
larger places, the general organization of a postoffice does not change 
with the incoming of a new postmaster, and that as a matter of fact 
the average city postmaster is hardly expected to familiarize himself 
with details of the operation of his office as is the case in the smaller 
towns, the good of the public service made a skilled executive more 
essential than a detail man in the larger postmasterships. And that 
is true. But can you seriously present any good argument why a 
test of executive efficiency should not be required for the big post- 
ofiSce as well as a test of detail qualification for the little one? 


Despite optimistic assurances from some quarters that condi- 
tiohs in the newsprint paper trade were to be bettered and that freight 
embargoes were being lifted and car shortages relieved, many paper 
mills are confronted by the necessity of absolutely shutting down 
imless cars can be provided for getting their product from the mills 
to the consumers. 
What is now needed is less pronouncement and 
more performance. The federal trade commission and the interstate 
commerce commission is not only justified in using the most drastic 
power at the command of these bodies to relieve the desperate trade 
tension in the paper industry, but they should delay no longer in 
doing BO.

FRENCH SOLDIERS 


N I H A T O R A N 


Algerian Town Has More of 
Them Than Any Town 
in France. 


Oran, 
Algeria, 
Feb. 
15.— (Corre- 
spondence of The Associated Press.) — 
There are more French soldiers to be 
seen In Oran 
than 
in any town 
in 
France. 
Those in France are at the 
front or In the points of 
concentra- 
tion near tlie front. 
They are there 
right enough, but one does not see 
t h e m — a t the front because they are 
in the ti-enches. 
Ii?ut in Algeria it is 
different. 
The streets arc full of sol- 
diers; so are the cafes, the street cai-.s, 
tlie stores, the docks, the public gar- 
dens. 
The official tignies 
give 
the 
population of Oran at 130,000. 
To tlie 
casual visitor, there sceni to be at least 
half as many soldiers besides. 


And they are all French—French or 
French colonial, not allied troops. Be- 
sides the casual, familiar ai-my tyiics, 
there is every kind of exotic 
fighting 
man, 
including 
native 
troops 
from 
Indo-China, looking more like J a p a n - 
ese than anything else, and uniformed 
as 
ordinary 
colonials 
of 
the 
line. 
There a r e 
the 
Zouaves, 
with 
their 
baggy I'ed breeches and khaki puttees, 
now 
o'days, 
instead 
of 
the 
v.-hite 
gaiters of the old parade days before 
the war;' 
Their shoi't, black-braided 
jackets, sashes and blouses, however, 
are unchanged. 
There ai-e the Chas- 
seurs 
d'Afrique—-the 
African 
light 
cavalry—with sky-blue uniforms and 
red fezes, the most elegant of French 
military 
horsemen. 
INIore 
gorgeous, 
however, 
ar« 
the 
"tirailleus," 
the 
sharpshooters, equally In sky-blue uni- 
forms, faced with yellow, and 
also 
wearers of fezes. 
On active 
service 
this magnificence is 
supplanted 
Ijy 
khaki and khaki fezes upon which a 
star 
and 
crescent Indicate that 
the 
wearer is a follower of the prophet. 
IMore characteristic of the country are 
the "spahis"—Mohammedan 
troops— 
officered by Fi-enchmen. 
They ^^'ear 
flowing 
scarlet cloaks and the soldiers 
wear 
turbans 
and 
native 
costumes; 
the officers, unequal to coping with 
the turban, content themselves 
with 
feze.s, but sacriflcc nothing of the re- 
splendent scarlet 
cloak. 
The 
most 
picturesque, and the most numerous, 
are the 
"goums," the Arab 
cavaliy 
regiments raised by th^ Arabs them- 
selves. 
They wear the 
flowing 
white 
garments, 
the 
"bournous" 
of 
the 
desert. 


At tea time any sunny 
afternoon 
the 
Boulevard 
Seguin, the 
principal 
street of Oran, is crowded with these 
uniforms 
and 
more 
besides. 
The 
terasse of the Cafe Continental hasn't 
a vacant table, and the tables cover 
the sidewalk almost to the curb. There 
are no regulations about the 
hours 
at which drinks m a y be served In Al- 
geria, for the war is far away and the 
garden of Africa is for those who are 
sent to rest, to forget 
the war 
for 
awhile, for the convalescents and for 
those who stop a few days or a few 
weeks between ser\dce in France and 
service in 
Macedonia 
or 
Egypt 
or 
wherever else the world or war may 
send 
them. 


There are French sailors in Oran, 
too. for Oran is France's nearest naval 
port to the Straits of Gibraltar, and 
the great amphitheater harbor, so full 
of ships 
of 
commerce, whose 
con- 
structed wharves are piled with stacks 
of grain and acres of wine casks, is 
also an important naval base.

While Italy furnished the largest 
number of emigrants to the United 
States before the war of any single

compared to 278,152 from

ors rather than objeots to the new 
literacy test. 


When the news of the passing of 
the new law over President Wilson's 
veto was printed In Italy, the news- 
papers as once editorially stated that 
the law would help rather than Injure 
Italy. 
These newspapers gave two 
reasons for this position. 
One reason 
was that the law would force Italians 
to educate themselves. 
The second 
was that Italy hop^d In the future to 
export the manufactured products of 
»labor rather than 
labor itself, and 
thereby increase the wealth of the na- 
tion.

Farowell, Second Choice. 


The last election under the "second 
choice" provision Is past. For by the 
time of the general election in the fall 
the new law will be in force. The sec- 
ond choice has been a faulty, bungle- 
some arrangement, it Is contended, 
and politicians who have undergone 
the last couple of elections have thor- 
oughly sickened of it. There has been 
little to gain, and at the same time a 
great deal of extra work caused by the 
system. 


The vote cast was decidedly small. 
As a rule there are in the neighbor- 
hood of 18,000 votes cast in a city elec- 
tion, and it is the experience of pol- 
iticians that a two-third vote marks 
the primaries. 
In recent years, how- 
ever, a larger number of citizens re- 
frain from entering the primaries be- 
cause of un-wlllingness to signify at- 
tachment to any party. As the result 
the vote of Tuesday was but 55 per 
cent, instead of the customary two- 
thirds.

IIOTABLE REFORMS STARTED 


•Ute'Wide Prohibition, Constitutional 
Convention and Woman 
Suffrag» 
Acts Lead tiie Long List of Pro- 
gressive Measures.

/ EUstory of the state of Indiana will 
]iay that the seventieth session of the 
jienoral assembly, held in 1917, placed 
pnore vitally Important legislation on 
|the statute books than any previous 
iiession held in 
the Hoosier 
state. 
!Not that the number of new laws was 
the greatest, but that the scope of the 
laws enacted was the broadest and 
most far-reaching. 
For the general 
assembly 
enacted 
three 
measures 
iWhich, if there had been no others, 
¡wonid have characterized the 1917 ses- 
•lon as being of the utnjost impor- 
tance. 
The three are the call for a 
constitutional convention to draft a 
new constitution for the state; state- 
Wide prohibition, and woman suffrage. 
' AJl three of these great reform laws 
came as the result of many years of 
•ctiTlty, agitation and work on the 
part of those citizens of Indiana who 
believed t!iat they were right and that 
tii,cy should be enacted at the earliest 
possible moment. 
To lay the ground- 
%vork for a new constitution which 
will become the basic law of the 
itate would be enough to justify the 
geneml assembly in pointing with par- 
donable pride to its work, even if it 
had done nothing else. 
But when 
Btate-wlde prohibition and woman suf- 
frage are added, it makes a trinity 
fef reforms that gives tlie session a 
Bistlnction not easily matched. 


It was a progressive session, and 
the volume of acts of the general as-. 
)Bembly will prove it. 
Not only did 
the legislature enart the three laws 
jBentioned, but it did many oth^r im- 
portant things. 
For instance, it insti- 
tuted a policy of preparedness 
by 
brorldijig for military training in the 
plgh schools of the state, and al,so 
jloubled 
the 
appropriation 
for 
the 
^pport 
of 
the 
Indiana 
National 
iSnnrd. 
The approiiriation hill car- 
ried $200,000, insteiid of .^lOO.OOO. as 
formerly, for (his purpose for each of 
the next two years. 


Provision was made in the appro- 
priation bill, also, for an item of 
^00,000 as a contingent fund whicli 
the governor may use for the better- 
ment and ImproveVnent of stjite insti- 
tutions by the purchase of additional 
land and the erection of any needed 
pew buildings. 
Another item of ¡5350,- 
DOO was placed in the hands of the 
yorernor as a contingent fund to meet 
)iny deficits that may occur in the 
jnaintenance of state institutions, due 
to the steadily increasing cost of liv- 
ing. 
Aud, going further, the legisla- 
hire placed 5250,000 in the hands of 
the governor for use in acquiring a 
tract of land somewhere in the central 
part n^ the state for a new hospital 
for insane that will, in time, relieve 
the pressure of crowded conditions at 
the Central Hospital for Insane at 
[ndlanapolis. 


A total of $.3,69.3,000 annually was 
appropriated for the maintenance of 
State institutions, offices, boards, com- 
missions 
aud 
departments 
of 
the 
lt»te for the next two years. 
This is 
ibont the same as the amount appro- 
priated by the 1915 session. 
The spe- 
cific 
appropriations, 
including 
the 
Hems mentioned above, which will be 
EvaUable in the two years, amount to 
t totftl of .$1,249,000. 
This makes a 
p-and total of .$8,635,000 of appropria- 
tions for the next two years. 
State-Wide Prohibition. 


The most spectacular fight of the 


lessioD centered around the state-wide 
S 
rohlbltion 
bill, 
which 
was 
finally 
assed by the general assembly and 
signed by the governor. 
The same 
guestion has been before other sessions 
for years past, but it failed to meet 
with success until this year. 
When 
the prohibition law becomes fully ef- 
fective Indiana will be "bone-dry." 


The bill was introduced in the house 


Df representativeB by Representative 
Prank E. Wright of Lynn, Randolph, 
county. It was written by Carl R. Min- 
ton, attorney for the Indiana Anti-Sa- 
loon league. 


The rigidity of the law is shown in 
the sweeping provision contained in 
Rcclion 4, which says: "That after the 
second day of April, 1918, it shall be 
unlawful for any person to manufac- 
ture, sell, barter, exchange, give away 
or otherwise dispose of any intoxicat- 
ing liquor, or to lieep any intoxicating 
liquor, v;ith intent to sell, barter, ex- 
change, give away, furnish or other- 
wise dispose of the same, except as in 
^thls act provided." 


However, any liquor that is under 
government bond in a bonded ware- 
Itouse at the time the act takes effect 
may be disposed of in accordance with 
the federal law, but It may not be dis- 
posed of in Indiana. 


The act does not prohil)it any person 
from manufacturing, for his own do- 
niestic consumption, wine or cider, 
^py person may manufacture vinegar 
ftnd nonlntoxicating drinks; or manu- 
fai't'.ire and sell pure grain illcohol for 
nedkinai, sclcntific or mechanical pur* 
poMs, or wine for sncraiueotifl pur- 
i l t f i r ^ 
or auAttteekitr« 


or sell aenarurea aiconoi. 
wnoiesaie 
druggists may sell pure grain alcohol 
to registered pharmacists in quantities 
not less tlian one gallon at a time, pro- 
vided the pharmacist holds a permit 
under the law ; or the wholesale drug- 
gist may sell pure grain alcohol to any 
officer of a public or charitable hos- 
pital, or to any médical or other col- 
lege, for. medical, mechanical or scien- 
tific purposes, upon the written and 
signed application of such officer. 


Any person may give intoxicating 
liquor to a gueSt in his own house, 
provided It is not a resort. But no per- 
son shall be permitted to have on hand 
in his own house more than one gal- 
lon of Intoxicating liquor or twelve 
quarts of beer at the time the law 
takes effect. The only way to replen- 
ish this stock after the gallon or the 
twelve quarts have been consumed will 
be to bring it in from another state by 
private conveyance. The law prohibits 
the shipment of liquor into the state or 
its transportation in the state by any 
railroad or other carrier. Thus, a per- 
son cannot 
carry intoxicating liquor 
with him on a train or car. 
He can 
only transport it afoot, in his own ve- 
hicle or in his own automobile, and 
even then he can transport It only for 
his own use. 


A licensed pharmacist may sell pure 
grain alcohol only upon the written 
prescription of a licensed physician or 
wine for sacramental purposes upon 
the written order of a clergyman or al- 
cohol for mechanical or scientific pur- 
poses under strict conditions. 


A licensed pharmacist who wishes to 
sell liquor shall obtain a permit from 
the county clerk, and the conditions of 
the permit are ironqlad. 
The permit 
runs for two yeajrs. Such pharmacist 
may sell pure grain alcohol to a li- 
censed dentist or licensed veterinarian 
under strict conditions. 
The pharma- 
cist is required to keep aji accurate 
record of all such sales and to make a 
detailed report to the county clerk 
within five days after the first of .Tanu- 
ary and the first of July .each year, xill 
prescriptions and applications shall be 
kept on file for two years and be open 
to public inspection. 


If any licensed physician wrongfully 
Issues a prescription for liquor he shall 
be fined and his license shall be re- 
voked. 


Liquor is barred from all social or 
other clubs and clubhouses. 


Any room, building or place in which 
lienor is sold, manufactured, given 
swaj' or otherwise disposed 
of 
or 
where persons are permitted to resort 
for drinking purposes in violation of 
the law is designated in the law as a 
public nuisance, and It may be abated 
under the nuisance law. The attorney 
general, prosecuting attorney or any 
citizeh may maintain .such action, and 
if successful the place shall be closed 
and the property He idle for one year. 


Any public official whose duty it Is 
to enforce the prohibition law and who 
falls or neglects to do so may be im- 
peached 
from office by the 
circuit 
court. Any citizen may institute such 
impeachment proceedings. 


It will bo unlawful to 
advertise 
liquor in the state in any manner what- 
ever, either in newspapers, magazines, ^ 
or other publications, on billboards, j 
bulletin boards, signs, or otherwise, i 
and any person in charge of .««uch news- 
paper, publication or other advertising 
method violating the law shall be pun- , 
Ished. 
Even newspapers, magazines 


jtnen, the process or amendment is so 
difficult that those who favored Impor- 
tant changes believed the only way 
to get the changes was through a con- 
stitutional 
convention 
which 
would 
frame and write an entire new consti- 
tution and submit it to the people for 
ratification, 
j Under this act, the constitutional 
|Convention will open on the second 
Tuesday in January, 1918, and it will 
be held in the chamber of the house 
of representatives in the capitol at In- 
dianapolis. 
The convention will con- 
sist of 115 delegates. 
Fifteen will be 
elected by the voters of the state at 
large, and 100 will be elected from the 
state representative districts, the same 
as members of the house of represen- 
tatives are elected. 
The election of 
delegates to the convention will be* 
held throughout the state on the third 
Tuesday In September, 1917, and It will 
be held under all of the election laws 
that govern a general election. 


The election board in each precinct 
,in the state will consist of one inspec- 
tor and two clerks«, all to be appointed 
by the .iudge of the circuit court of 
the county, and they will receive the 
same pay and have the same authority 
hs election officials at general elec- 
tions. 


The election will be non-political and 
non-partisan. 
Candidates 
for 
dele- 
gates will be nominated by nominating 
petition only. Any qualified voter may 
run for delegate by filing with the sec- 
retary of state not more than 60 nor 
less than 30 days before the election 
a petition signed by not less than 200 
qualified voters of his district. 
Candi- 
dates for delegate at large are re- 
quired to file petitions signed by not 
less than 50 voters in each congres- 
sional district of the state. Each can- 
didate shall give his full name and ad- 
dress, and state that he will qualify 
as delegate if elected. If objection is 
made to a candidate the secretary of 
state shall hear and determine the 
case and his decision will be final. 


The ballots shall be^printed so as to 
place the name of each candidate in a 
district at the top of the list on fin 
equal number of ballots, thus prevent- 
ing any discrimination. There shall be 
no emblem or distinctive design on the 
ballot. 


Any vacancy occurring among the 
district delegates shall be filled by 
special 
election, 
and 
any 
vacancy 
among the delegates at large shall be 
filled by the remaining delegates at 
large. 
The convention shall be the 
judge of the election and qualification 
of its members, and the rules that will 
govern the convention will be the same 
as those that govern the house of rep- 
resentatives. 
The 
convention 
will 
elect a president and other officers and 
appoint committees. 
Delegates shall 
receive the same pay and mileage that 
is allowed to members of the house 
of representatives, and shall fix the 
pay of its employees. The bill appro- 
priates whatever sura Is required to 
pay the expense of the convention. A 
majority of the delegates \\ill consti- 
tute a quorum to transact business. 


All public officials are required to 
furnish all Information that Is desired 
by the convention, and failure to do so 
will be punishable by a fine of $300. 


Provision Is made for the publica- 
tion and distribution of 20,000 copies 
of the present state constitution and 
20,000 copies of the constitutional con- 
vention act as passed by the general 


and other publications published out- i 
side the state cannot be sold in Indiana 
if they contain liquor advertising. 


The law provides for the issuing of 
search warrants on the application of 
any citizen for the search of any place 
suspected of law violation, and all 
liquor tak'en in such raids shall be de- 
stroyed and the violator punished. In- 
formers will be Immune from punish- 
ment. 
Any wife, child or dependent 
of any person injured because of the 
sale of liquor shall have a right of ac- 
tion against the law violator. 


An organization or citizen shall have 
the right to employ an attorney to as- 
sist in a prosecution, and no prosecu- 
tion may be dismissed without the con- 
sent of the assistant counsel. 


Within ten days after the act takes 
effect all druggists and other dealers 
except licensed saloonkeepers shall re- 
move all liquor from their places of 
business, except such as are allowed by 
the law. 


Intoxicating liquors" are defined as 


The bureau of legislative and ad- 
ministrative information is required 
to prepare and supply to the conven- 
tion all available data on the consti- 
tutions of other states and an annota- 
ted digest of the present Indiana con- 
stitution, and $3,000 Is appropriated 
for this work. 
^ 


No time limit is placed on thé con- 
vention. It may take as much time as 
it may require for its work, and It 
is believed that the work cannot be 
completed In less than three months. 


When the convention has drafted Its 
proposed constitution, it shall set a 
date for a special election, at which 
the question of adoption or rejection 
of the proposed new constitution shall 
be submitted to a. vote of the people 
of the state. The selection of the date 
for the election is left entirely with the 
convention. 
> 


Woman Suffrage. 


Under the provisions of the Masten- 
McKInley part suffrage tneasure, which 


follows: 
"All malt, vinous or spirit- 
^^as passied, Indiana women get their 


ous liquors containing so much as one- 
half of one per cent of alcohol, or any 
drink, beverage or other preparation or 
mixture, whether patented or not, con- 
taining as .much as one-half of one per 
cent of alcohol by volume." 


Penalties under the law are fines 
ranging from $250 to $500 and from 
thirty days to one year in Jail. 


A supplemental 
bill 
was 
passed 
which provides that beginning with 
April 2, 1917, retail liquor licenses for 
the remaining fractional part of the 
year up to April 2, 1918, may be Is- 
sued, and the license fee shall be in 
proportion to the time for which the 
license Is to run. 
All such licenses 
will expire on April 2, 1918, the day 
the prohibition law takes effect. It Is 
provided, however, that no such new 
license shall be issued to any person 
except those now holding licenses. 
Constitutional Convention. 


The one act of the general assem- 
bly which Is, probably, of greatest Im- 
portance to the state, when considered 
fundamentally, Is the act which calls 
for the holding of a constitutional con- 
vention. The act Is the result of long 
and continuous agitation on the part 
of a large element of the citizenship 
of Indiana in favor of a revision of the 
Indiana state constitution. 
Tlie pre»> 
ent constitntlon was regarded as be- 
ing out-of-date and not adapted to 
present conditions and needs. It w«« 
adopted in 1851. tod althoufh t f«ir

first chance to vote. 
It is said they 
have the right to vote for more difTer- 
ent offices than the women of any oth- 
er suffrage state. 
Women possessing 
the qualifications fixed by the law for 
men voters have the right to vote for 
the following offices: 


Presidential electors, attorney gen- 
eral. state statistician, state geologist, 
reporter of the supreme court, judges" 
of the appellater superior, criminal, 
probate and Juvenile courts, roenaber« 
of the county council, county assessor, 
township trustee, township advisory 
board, township assessor, ail elective 
officers of cities and towns, all school 
officials elected by the people, and for 
all other elective offices not provided 
for by the present state constitution 
and which may be created by the legis- 
lature. 


Since the present constitution bars 
women from voting for constitutional 
offices, the bill provides that separate 
ballot boxes and ballots shall be sup- 
plied, the ballots to contain only the 
names of candidates who are to be 
voted for by women. These ballots óre 
to be canvassed separately and then 
added to those cast for the same of- 
fices by men voters. 
Women are re- 
quired to register as voters, the same 
as men.

Outside of offices, the women •nill 
have the right to vote on all questioiis 
that may be submitted to the people, 
except amendments to the present con- 
stitution. They may vote for delegates 
to the coming constitutional conven- 
tion and vote for or against ratification 
of the new constitution. 


Women will have the right to vote 
for the first time at a regular election 
at the city elections throughout the 
state next November. 


Women voters are subject to the 
same penalties for violations of the 
election laws as me«. 
AVomen's or- 
ganizations are starting already on a 
statewide campaign of education .of 
women in politics and on how to vote 
at elections. 
Banks and Trust Companies. 


The board of directors of loan, trust 
and safe deposit companies are made 
to consist of not less than six mem- 
bers, under senate biU, 4. 
Where the 
capital stock does not exceed $50,000 
each director must own at least five 
shares of stock. 
Where the capital 
stock is above ^HO.OOU any stockholder 
owning at least five shares may be 
elected an officer. 


Business. 


The registration of trade marks and 
trade slogans and licenses for the use 
of the-same is authorized in one hill. 


Jtivenile courts^ are required to de-, 
stroy records of cases In court against 
minors who have given a good account 
of themselves for two years after be- 
ing In court. 


Cases appealed from the state in- 
dustrial board are now entitled to ad- 
vancement by courts. 


The governor vetoed a bill to make 
a separate circuit of Warrick county 
aud another circuit of Spencer and 
Perry counties. 
Crimes. 


Fortune telling and the practice of 
clairvoyancy is made a crime by house 


soldiers or sailors, their wives or wid- 
ows in other cemeteries than pauper 
cemeteries, at township expense. 


Military training in the high schools 
of the state is provided for in a bill 
that was passed. 
It does not make 
the training mandatory or compulsory, 
but says that the school board of a n y 
city or town may adopt military train- 
ing for its. high school.

the town is situated, the township then 
to erect a township high school. 


House bill 192 gives patrons in one

Towns with a population of less than 
2,000 are empowered, by house bill 76, 
if they ^ave indebtedne.ss, to contract 
with townships for the joint use of the 
town schools. 


One bill provides for the consolida- 
tion of township and town schools, if 
the workmen's compensation law for j a majority of the voters favor such 
Injury to or the death of a policeman '• consolidation.

A bill was passed authorizing the 
holding of teachers' institutes on either 
one or two Saturdays in each school 
month and the payment of teachers 
for attending the Institutes. 


Regular monthly fire drills in all 
public schools of the state are required 
under a new law. 


In order to enable state educational 
institutions to accept gifts and be- 
quests of land or property, a bill was

The terms of town trustees are fixed 
at four years and the terms of town 
clerks and treasurers at two years, and 
all voters In the town may vote for 
all of the trustees. 


A bill was passed to legalize Sun- 
day motion picture shows. It creates 
a state motion picture commission, 
which will have general supervision 
of the business. 
The commission will 
consist of three members, appointed by 
the governor, with salaries of $1,000 
a year each.

Picture houses in cities of the 
various classes will pay annual license 
fees as follows: In cities of the first

fifth class, $5. 
AH license fees col- 
lected go Into the state treasury to be 
used to pay the salaries and expen.ses 
of the commission. Picture shows are 
prohibited from operating before 2 
o'clock p. m. on Sundays. 


Provision is made that in cities of 
the fourth and fifth classes the offices 
of clerk and treasurer may be held by 
the same person, if the city council 
so decides. 


Cities of the first and second classes 
are authorized to hold special elec- 
tions to decide whether they shall cre- 
ate park districts to be composed of 
the entire city and adjacent territory 
to the extent of one mile In each di- 
rection. 


Cities of the third.and fourth classes 
are required to maintain police pen- 
sion funds. 
' 


Cities of the fifth class are empow- 
ered to Join with churche.s, lodges or 
other organizations In the building of 
hospitals. 
Courts. 


After a fight lasting through several 
sessions, Gary finally got a court.

bill was passed moving Lake county 
superior court, room 3, from Hammond 
and Crdwn Point to Gary, Mhere It 
will sit hereafter. 


Under the provisions of house bill 
183, the Judge of a city court may di- 
rect that warrants or other processes 
Issued by that court may be served by 
a policeman, constable or any person 
specially deputized for that purpose.

lice force to serve warrants and to at- 
tend court as witnesses after serving 
the warrants..

Judges of trial courts are given au- 
thority to extend the time limit beyond

Newspapers. 


A bill was passed providing that le- 
gal notices heretofore required by law 
to be published in weekly newspa- 
pers may now be published in daily 
or weekly papers. 
Public Health. 


The bill prepared by Mrs. Albion 
Fellows Bacon of Evansviile, the orig- 
inator of good housekeeping regula- 
tions in Indiana, as a supplement to 
her former measures, was allowed by 
the governor to become a law without 
his signature. 
It empowers health . 
commissioners to order the vacation of | 
insanitary dwellings in localities not 
governed by the present housing laws. 


'J'be sum of $7,000 was appropriated, 
to be spent by the state board of health 
and the health officer of Gibson county 
in the care of David Byers, a leper of 
Fort Branch. A cottage will be erect- 
ed to house Byer and his wife and 
daughter, and they will be maintained 
there with this fund. 
Public Officials. 


A bill which seeks to wipe out a bad 
practice in official life was the one in- 
troduced by Senator Thornton, and 
passed, which makes it a misdemean- 
or, punishable by a fine, for a county 
attorney to represent private clients 
and practice before boards of county 
commissioners. 
Public Officers.- 


The office of legal clerk and counsel 
to the public service commission was 
abolished by an act of the legislature. 
This position carried a salary of $0,- 
000 a year; and the legal clerk to the 
commission also served as legal clerk 
to the governor. 
Public Parks. 


Under senate bill 39, any 
fifth-class 
city may have a park board, created 
by action of the common council. Mem- 
bers of the board shall serve without 
pay. 


passed 
authorizing such 
acceptance, i Railroads. 


Such institution may ^gree to return 
an annuity to the donor. No such in- 
stitution has authority to pledge Itself 
to adopt any course of study, as a con- 
dition for the gift, other than such as 
the institution has heretofore engaged 
in. 


Drivers of school hacks In the coun- 
try are now required to stop their 
hacks and look up and down the track 
before crossing any railroad, and a 
heavy penalty Is provided against any 
driver failing to obey this law. 


A bill was passed legalizing the In- 
corporation of Oakland City college. 
Fish and Game. 


Provision is made for the organiza- 
tion of associations for fish propaga- 
tion and for the legalizing of fish 
hatcheries in the waters of the state. 


Protection of certain kinds of fish 
In the waters of Lake Michigan, pro- 
hibiting the taking of fish of small 
.sizes, and regulating the size of nets 
used is provided in a new act. 


It Is made a crime to kill wild squir- 
rels between November 1 and Au- 
gust 1. 
Highways. 
' The governor allowed senate bill 5 
to become a law without his signature, 
because he thought It was unconstitu- 
tional. 
It provides for the construc- 
tion and maintenance of a road from a 
county seat to the nearest railroad sta- 
tion, where the county seat is not on 
a railroad. 
Insurance. 


Under house bill 28, farmers' mu- 
tual Insurance companies are permit-' 
ted to do business in three contiguous 
counties. 
Libraries. 


Where a town and a township are 
Joint owners^of a library the judge of 
the circuit court shall have authority 
to appoint citizens of townships as 
members of the library board. 
This 
bill became a law without the signa- 
ture of the governor. 


One bill provides that county libra- 
ries may be established and that cer- 
tain library privileges to entire coun- 
ties may be granted by city libraries.

Chicago, March S.—Pperators of coa) 


mines are 
asking greatly

prices for their products, even of tlieir 
biggest customers, including the rail- 
roads, it was stated today. In instances 
the prices at the pit mouth are 100 per 
vent more than a year ago. None of the 
advances so far reported run under 60 
per cent. 
Following are some of the 


new contracts: The New York Central 
this week bought 600,000 tons of south- 
ern Illinois coal at $2 a ton for steam 
lump, an advance of 66 cents a ton. The 
Southern railway bought 900,000 tons of 
Big Seam coal at $1.65, compared with 
$1.12 1-2 a year ago. The coal docks of 
the upper lakes this week bought 400,- 
000 tons of Pocahontas lump and egg 
coal at $3.75. The price a year ago was 
$1.60. The docks also paid $3 for Poca- 
hontas mine run coal which last year 
cost them $1.35. The Louisville & Nash- 
ville railroad paid $2 a ton for Alabama 
coal which cost $1.23 1-2 a year ago. 


These instances are said to be typical 


of innumerable others and suggest the 
possibility of even greater exactions from 
the small consumer next fall. 


There is no shortage of coal at the 


mines, it is said, and experts estimated 
that the underground supply is sufficient 
to last the country 2,500 years. The car

Mongolia Gets Through the

with cargo and 1,200 sacks of United 
States mail, first American vessel to 
leave with mall since the German war 
zone declaration, arrived safely at 
London on March 5, according to cable 
advices received hero today. 


The mail was transferred from the 


American lino steamer St. Louis, which 
was to have left here Feb. 3. Tho 
Mongolia is the fifth American steam- 
ship to defy the German submarine 
proclamation and reach a port safely.

Dardanelles Expedition Was 


His Idea, Says Report by 


Commission. 


DEFENSE OF EGYPT 


PURPOSE OF MOVE 


Responsibility is Fixed for 


El-Fated Effort Costing 


Allies Heavily. 


London, March 8.— The Dardanelles 


expedition as far as Great Britain was 
concerned was undertaken on tlie initia- 
tive of Colonel Winston Churchill, then 
first lord of the admiralty, according to 
a minority report of the commission ap- 
pointed to inquire into the responsibility 
for the expedition which was iesued to- 
day. 


The report summarizes the conclusions 


reached as follows: 


"The question of attacking the Dar- 


danelles was on the initiative of Mr. 
Churchill, brought under the considera- 
tion of the war council on November 25, 
1914, 
as the idea method of defending 


Egypt. It may reasonably bn assumed 
that inasmuch as all the authorities con- 
cerned wera prima facie in favor of a 
joint military rather than a purely naval 
attack, such an attack, if undertaken at 
nil, would have been of the former rather 
than of the latter character, had not 
other circumstances led to a modifica- 
tion of the program. A communication 
from the Russian government of .Tanunry 
Z introduced a fresh element into the 
case. The British government consider- 
ed that something must be done in re- 
sponse to it and in this connecton the 
question of attacking the Dardanelles 
tras again raised. 


As to Troops Available. 


"The secretary of stnto for war de- 


clared that there were no troops im- 
mediately available fur operations in the 
east and his statement was accepted by 
the war council, who took no steps to 
satisfjr themselves by reports of esti- 
mates as to what troops were avail- 
able then or in tlie near future. 
Had 


this been done, the commissioners think 
it would have boon ascertained that 
sufficient troops would bo available for 
a joint military ami naval operation at 
«n earlier date than supposed, but this 
matter was not adequately investigated 
by the war council. Thus the question 
before the wrfr council on January 13 
was whether no action of any kind should 
for the time being be undertaken or 
whether action should be taken by the 
llect alone, the navy being held to be 
the only forco available. 


Argument.* Were Vallil. 


"Political arguments which wore 


adduced to the war council in f.-ivor 
of a prompt ana effective action if 
such were practicable, woru valid and 
of the highest Importance but the 


Wilson, who wan the only naval ad- 
viser present at the war council, ex- 
pressed no dissent. Lord Kitchener. 
who occupied a commanding position 
at the time the decision was taken, 
TTU In favor of the project. 
Both 


Lord Fisher and Sir Arthur Wilson 
would have preferred a Joint naval 
and military attack, but they did not 
express to the war council and were 
not asked to express, any opinion on 
the subject and offered no objection 
to naval operations as they considered 
them experimental and such as could 
be discontinued If the first results ob- 
tained were not satisfactory. 


"The commissioners think that there 


was an obligation, first on the first 
lord, secondly on the prime minister, 
thirdly on one other member of the 
war council, to see that the views of 
the naval advisers were clearly put 
before the council, and that the naval 
advisers should have expressed their 
views to the council, whether asked 
or not. If they considered the project 
which the council was about to adopt 
was Impracticable from a naval point 
of view. 


AVherc War Council Erred. 


"Looking: at the position which ex- 


isted on Jan. 13, 1915, the commis- 
sioners do not think the war council 
were justified in coming to the deci- 
sion without much fuller investigation 
of the proposition which had been 
suggested to them. " The commission- 
ers hold that the possibility of mak- 
ing; a surprise attempt amphibious at- 
tack on Gallipoli offered such great 
military and political advantage that 
it was mistaken and Ill-advised to 
sacrifice this possibility by deciding; to 
undertake a purely naval attack, 
which from its nature could not ob- 
tain completely the object set out In 
the terms of the decision. 


"We consider that in view of the 


opinions expressed by the naval and 
military authorities on the spot, the 
decision to abandon the naval attack 
after the bombardment of March IS, 
was inevitable. There was no meeting 
of the war council between March 19 I 
and May 14. 
Meanwhile Important j 


land operations were undertaken. We 
think that before such operations were 
commenced the war council should 
have carefully reconsidered the whole 
position. 
In our opinion the prime 


minister ought to have summoned a 
meeting of the war council for that 
purpose and if not summoned, other 
members of the war council should 
have pressed for each a meeting. We 
think this was a serious question. 


"We are of the opinion that Lord 


Kitchener did not sufficiently avail 
himself of the sen-ices of his general 
staff, with the result that more work 
was undertaken by him that It was 
possible for one man to do. and con- 
fusion arid want of efficiency resulted. 


"We think that although the main 


object was not attained, certain im- 
portant political advantnKes, upon the 
nature of which we have already 
dwelt, were secured by the Dardanelles 
expedition. 
Whether those advant- 


ages were worth the loss of life and 
treasure Involved is and must always 
remain a matter of opinion."

permitted to because he was too 
young, that he had not tried to enlist 
recently and that he became 21 years 
of age, after he left Australia. What 
lie told me merely confirmed my be- 
lief that he Is in this country evading 
military service. He asked permission 
to participate In at least one bout here 
so it could be demonstrated that he 
would not be a party to a 'brutal exhi- 
bition.' I declined to grant his re- 
quest."

The resolution Is not considered to 


have effect except as an expression 
of the sentiment of the senate if it is 
adopted. The resolution further de- 
clares that the president's authority 
In not related to the power to declare 
war but is derived from his right as 
the head of the civil government to 
execute the laws for protecting com- 
merce. 


The text follows: 


Text of tho Resolution. 


"It is resolved by the United States 


senate that It Is the sense of tho senate 
that the president of the United States 
has, by virtue of the power of his of- 
fice, under tho constitution and laws 
of tho United States, the right to pro- ; 
tect commerce destined from the Unit- 
ed States to foreign nations, to the 
same extent that he has to protect in- ' 
tcrstate commerce between the states 
and In tho navigable waters of the 
United States. Be It 


"Resolved, That is is the sense of 


tho senate that this power is not de- 
rived nor necessarily related to any 
provisions the constitution or any laws 
that have to do with declaring war 
but is derived from the power vested 
In the president as head civil official 
of the United States to exorcise the 
provisions of tho constitution' relating 
to the fostering of commerce between 
foreign 
countries and tho United 
States. 


"It Is resolved, to secure protection 


of commerce 
between nations tho 


president of the United State* has the 
power to protect commerce destined 
to foreign countries by all the means 
he has the right to employ for the 
protection of commerce between the 
states."

In Naples 80 per cent of the In- 


habitants lived directly or indirectly 
by the sea, or by the tourists the sea 
brings them. 
There are no more 


tourists, 
and 
the activities directly 


connected with shipping have so fallen 
off as to leave 80 per cent of the Nea- 
politans in a bad way. In the bay of 
Naples, no more boys dive for pennies. 
The raucous-voiced postcard sellers 
now listen to the sterner voice of a 
drill sergeant up any one of the aide 
streets in the newer quarters of the 
town, where rudimentary military 
training goes on constantly. 
There 


are plenty of men in Naples, as in all 
of Italy, but almost ail in uniform— 
bersaglicri, with their cock-feathered 
hats and hob-nailed boots; tripolini, 
with red, rimless caps from which 
blue tassels hanging- by a long string, 
officers with capes thrown over their 
shoulders like Spanish grandes and 
swaggering carabineer!, the terror of 
evil doers.

Captured by Govern- 


ment Forces. 


Havana, March 8.—Announcement 


was made at the president's palace to- 
dny that a message had Deen received 
there statins that Jose Miguel Gomez. 
former 
president of Cuba, had heen 


captured with his entire start by Col. 
Collazo. commander of the govern- 
ment troops. 


Tho news of the capture ot Gen. 


Gomez came In a dispatch from the 
secretary of the interior. Col. Aurello 
Hevla, who Is commanding the cam- 
paign In the province of Santa Clara. 
The dispatch eald Col.'Collazo had re- 
ported tho capture of Gen. Gomez and 
his staff. Tho announcement wan re- 
ceived with cheering and tho waving 
of hats by President Menocal and the 
army officers gathered at the palace. 
All officers, soldiers and prominent 
civilians who later came to the palace 
also cheered tho news. 


Gen. Jose Misuel Gomez has been 


described as the leader of the Cuban 
revolt. Forces which ho commanded 
were defeated by those of Col. Col- 
lazo late In February in a battle on 
the Jatlbonlco river boundary between 
the provinces of Camaguay and Santa 
Clara. President Menocal was recent- 
ly quoted as attributing the Cuban re- 
volt to tho "unbridled ambition" of 
Gen. Gomez to overthrow hlrri, but 
this was 
denied by Gen. Gomez's 


friends. A few days ago it was stated 
that a Cuban Judge had found a true 
bill agaJnst Gen. Gomez on a charge 
of conspiracy and revolution and had 
fluted bail at $200,000.

Postmaster General Asks 


Reduction in Sum Paid 


for Mail Carrying. 


Washington, March 8.—Reduction 


in the compensation paid by the gov- 
ernment to the railroads for carrying 
mail, as readjusted by congress last 
July, is sought by the postmaster gen- 
eral in a statement filed with the in- 
terstate 
commerce commission and 


made public today. The postmaster 
general declares that the present 
method results in excessive payment. 
The commission has fixed May 1, by 
which time the railroads must file re- 
ply-By congressional action the weight 
basis o£ payment was superseded in 
some instances by the space .basis. 
The arrangement was to be temporary 
until the 
commission 
determined 


proper methods and rates of payment. 
The postmaster general estimates that 
if the present system were continued 
the government would pay $3,222,405 
more than if the weight basis were 
used. 


A schedule of proposed rates is af- 


fixed to the postmaster general's state- 
ment.

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Extending the Civil Service. 


One fine little tempest has been stirred up among1 the congres- 


' sional delegations by the announcement of a netv rule of the post- 


offlce department under which after April 1, the appointment of all 


' postmasters of the first, second and third class will be subject to com- 


petitive examination, as is now the case with the fourth-class post- 
masterships. It is like the proverbial clap of thunder emanating 
from clear skies, for no such modification of the civil service practice 
•was expected in any quarter. Practice of recent years has been 
toward the restriction of the civil service rules rather than their 
expansion. Any proposal in the latter direction is certain to im- 
press the average congressman as little less than high crime and 
misdemeanor, and that has been the precise effect of the new order. 


In the past, whatever else happened, the congressman who 


chanced to be of the administration faith has had unreservedly at 
his disposal the larger postmasterships in his district. "With lure of 
this sort to dangle before expectant eyes lie was able to enforce 
loyalty and no small degree of active work in his own behalf. The 
postmasterships have long been the main cog-whccls in the congress- 
man's personal machine. They kept the thing in working order, 
for while restrictions have been thrown about too active partisanisin 
by postmasters already in office, they have lost no opportunity to 
do everything within discretion for the man to whom they owed 
appointment. And the man who merely hoped to be postmaster was 
circumscribed by no such limitations as to activity. He might, and 
he did, pull off his coat and work early and late for the man who 
was the source of his great expectations. 


Now what will happen? "With the certainty that qualification 


by examination and not congressional favor is to be the determining 
factor in the appointment of the big postmasterships, do you sup- 
pose the congressman can depend upon t hose who may aspire to these 
places setting the woods of the district aflame with enthusiasm for 
him, and then keeping the fires hot until after election? Somehow, 
we fear not. Bather will the candidate for the postmastership. put 
in his best licks qualifying himself for that examination, and the 
•congressman will be left to do his own job of canoe-paddling. The 
order is a sorry blow at the congressional leverage iu the home 
district. 


Opponents of civil service have contended that since, in the 


larger places, the general organization of a postofficc does not change 
with the incoming of a new postmaster, and that as a matter of fact 
the average city postmaster is hardly expected to familiarize himself 
with details of the operation of his office as is the case in the smaller 
towns, the good of the public service made a skilled executive more 
essential than a detail man iu the larger postmasterships. And that 
is true. But can you seriously present any good argument why a 
test of executive efficiency should not be required for the big post- 
office as well as a test of detail qualification for the little one ?

Despite optimistic assurances from some quarters that condi- 


tions in the newsprint paper trade were to be bettered and that freight 
embargoes were being lifted and car shortages relieved, many paper 
mills are confronted by the necessity of absolutely shutting down 
unless cars can be provided for getting their product from the mills 
to the consumers. What is now needed is less pronouncement and 
more performance. The federal trade commission and the interstate 
commerce commission is not only justified in using the most drastic 
power at the command of these bodies to relieve the desperate trade 
tension in the paper industry, but they should delay no longer in 
doing so.

Rule of government, then Washington 
wrought, and Lincoln died.

means this to all Its citizens, whether 
native or naturalized, they will, as the 
vice president said, "be willing to live 
or to die, ns God decrees, that It may 
not porlsh from off tho earth, through 
treachery within or through assault 
from without." We have something 
to defend that

ships or property—or even 
life—- 


though we must protect 'all these 
against illegal attack; and that Is hu- 
man liberty as enshrined in free in- 
stitutions.

suggestion over the counter of the 
Patriot the other day which might be 
given serious and profitable consider- 
ation by the manufacturers of the 
city as an aid in reducing the high 
cost of farm products and at the same 
time prove of benefit to tho farmer 
who cannot realize on crops not grown 
or not harvested. 


The farmer's reasoning was that the 


drift of the young: men is away from 
the farm to the lure of city life: that 
the advent of the auto, the telephone 
and the dally mall delivery had rather 
the effect of creating 
greater dis- 


satisfaction through being brought in 
closer touch with city life, and that 
this growing scarcity of help on the 
farm Is the real cause of higher costs 
of farm products. The farmer is not 
particularly benefited by the higher 
prices, because he is not able to pro- 
duce in the quantities possible with 
more help. And tho Idle land on the 
farm thus becomes a liability rather 
than an asset. 
, Ha suggests that If the manufac- 
turer would plan to shut down his fac- 
tory for the annual inventory or 
stock-taking during the harvest sea- 
son It would give the employes an op- 
portunity to gather in a nice little 
piece of money—enough ordinarily to 
buy his vegetables for the winte 
and hundreds of these men would 
doubtless be glad of the opportunity 
to do so. Such assistance to the farm- 
er would have the effect of working 
materially to the advantage of both, 
as well as providing materially to the 
advantage of both, as well as provid- 
ing materially Increased production, 
Jtor the farm production at this time 
is limited absolutely to the amount of 
help to be secured on the farm. 


Under the present plan (ff inventory 


or stock-taking in the winter season 
there is no use to which the workman, 
can put his time, while In summer 
season the demand of the farm and 
the activity in building lines has a. 
strong tendency to create a. scarcity 
of labor. 


At least give this suggestion a 


thought, Mr. Manufacturer, and tho 
chamber of commerce.

There After Conflict is 


Expected, 


London, Feb. 25.—(Correspondence 


of the Associated Press.)—Australia 
will be the great mecca for the Brit- 
ish soldier after the war, in the opin- 
ion of Andrew Fisher, high commis- 
sioner of Australia In London. "Aus- 
tralia today offers the greatest return 
for energy of any country In the world," 
he" declared today. "A great deal has 
been made in England of our plans for 
settling soldiers on the land, and this 
publicity In itself is going to result In 
an unprecedented rush for the island 
continent as soon as peace comes. 


"The only question in the minds of 


Australian statesmen Is whether we 
shall ba able to cope with the rush. 
There is no question that we need the 
men, and we are making every prepa- 
ration to be ready for them. Australia 
is an exporter of food and an importer 
of men. Great Britain for a century 
has been an Importer of food, and ex- 
porter of th£ more adventurous of her 
sons. Australia wants population, but 
she wants an indipedent population 
and she wants it upon the soli So sha 
will have to provide organized means 
for settling the immigrants where they 
will do the most good." 


Under the present constitution of tha 


Australian commonwealth, the land of 
the continent la solely the property of 
the various states. In any scheme of 
land settlement It was therefore neces- 
sary to consult the governments of tha 
states. A series of conferences to this 
end are now in progress, explained Mr. 
Fisher. 


"They keynote of the scheme which, 


we have adopted is that the British 
soldier and Australian soldier shall 
share and share alike 
They have 


shared tho toil of the war together. In 
the trenches they have made a friend- 
ship that will last beyond the seas, 
when it will merge into a mutual citi- 
zenship in the new land of the south. 


"The money needed by the settle! 


will be advanced through existing stata 
agencies at moderate interest rates. TUB 
land itself will be provided practically 
free of charge. In Queensland, for ex- 
ample, the land will be leased under a 
perpetual lease. 
There will b« no 


initial payment for this lease, and there 
will be no rent to be paid during tha 
flrst three years. In Western Aus- 
tralia, each settler will be given, with- 
out charge, 160 acres. The government 
wil clear some of the land for him and 
provide the necessary financial assist- 
ance through the Agricultural bank. 


"In the old days starting on the land 


was difficult, slow, and expensive. Now 
the small man can start with a, good 
prospect of 'being comfortably settled 
after a few years' work. Large pastor- 
al holdings are to be converted Into 
agricultural areas where wheat is 
grown. Other land will be used for 
mixed farming or dairying." 
. The development of Australia trorrf 
now on, continued Mr. Fisher, will b< 
srreatly accelerated by railway build' 
Ing. About 21,000 miles are now ope* 
for traffic, practically all state-owned, 
Much bigger things in railway build. 
Ing. however, are being planned for tht 
next few yearn.

Algerian Town Has More of 


Them Than Any Town 


in France. 


Oran, Algeria. Feb. 15.—(Corre- 


spondence of The Associated Press.)— 
There are more French soldiers to be 
seen In Oran than In any town in 
France. Those in France are at tho 
front or in the points of concentra- 
tion near the front. They are there 
right enough, but one does not see 
them—at the front because they are 
in the trenches. 
But in Algeria it is 


different. The streets aro full of sol- 
diers; so are the cafes, tho street cars, 
the stores, tho docks, the public gar- 
dens. 
The official figures give tho 


population of Oran at 130,000. To the 
casual visitor, there seem to be at least 
half as many soldiers besides. 


And they are all French—French or 


French colonial, not allied troops. Be- 
sides the casual, familiar army types, 
there is every kind of exotic fighting 
man, including native troops from 
Indo-China, looking more like Japan- 
ese than anything else, and uniformed 
as ordinary colonials of tho line. 
There are the Zouaves, with their 
baggy red breeches and khaki puttees, 
now o'days, instead of the white 
gaiters of the old parade days before 
the war. Their short, black-braided 
jackets, sashes and blouses, however, 
are unchanged. There aro the Chas- 
seurs 
d'Afrique—the 
African light 


cavalry—with sky-blue uniforms and 
red fezes, the most elegant of French 
military horsemen. 
More gorgeous, 


however, are the "tirailleus," the 
sharpshooters, equally in sky-blue uni- 
forms, faced with yellow, fend also 
wearers of fezes. 
On active service 


this magnificence is supplanted by 
khaki and khaki fezes upon which a 
star and crescent indicate that the 
wearer is a follower of the prophet. 
More characteristic of the country are 
the "spahis"—Mohammedan troops— 
officered by Frenchmen. 
They wear 


flowing scarlet cloaks and the soldiers 
wear turbans and native costumes; 
the officers, unequal to coping with 
the turban, content themselves with 
fezes, but sacrifice nothing of the re- 
splendent scarlet cloak. 
The most 


picturesque, and the most numerous, 
are the "goums," the Arab cavalry 
regiments raised by the Arabs them- 
selves. 
They wear the flowing white 


garments, the 
"bournous" of the 


desert. 


At tea time any sunny afternoon 


the Boulevard Seguin, the principal 
street of Oran, is crowded with these 
uniforms and , more besides. The 
terassc of the Cafe Continental hasn't 
a vacant table, and the tables cover 
the sidewalk almost to the curb.

lished today by Commissioner Harti- 
gan, of the bureau of weights and 
measures, says that potatoes can now 
be sold at retail for 5 cents a pound, 
yellow onions at 9 cents and carrots, 
beets and parsnips at from 4 to 6 
cents. A week ago potatoes were sell- 
ing for 12 cents a pound. Just before 
the w!>.r began the retail prices were 
from 1 to 3 cents a pound. The pres- 
ent price, Commissioner Hartigan says, 
is normal considering conditions.

campaign. 


Farewell, Second Choice. 


The last election under the "second 


choice" provision Is past For by the 
time of the general election in the fall 
the new law will be in force. The sec- 
ond choice has been a faulty, bungle- 
some arrangement, it is contended, 
and politicians who have undergone 
the last couple of elections have thor- 
oughly sickened of it. There has been 
little to gain, and at the same time a 
great deal of extra work caused by the 
system. 


The vote cast was decidedly small. 


As a rule there are in the neighbor- 
hood of 18,000 votes cast in a city elec- 
tion, and it Is the experience of pol- 
iticians that a two-third vote marks 
the primaries. In recent years, how- 
ever, a larger number of citizens re- 
frain from entering the primaries be- 
cause of unwillingness to signify at- 
tachment to any party. As the result 
the vote of Tuesday was but 65 per 
cent, instead of the customary two- 
thirds.

'.State-Wide Prohibition. 
_ The most spectacular fight of the 
Iftsslon centered around the state-wide 
prohibition bill, which was finally 
.passed by the general assembly and 
_Blgned by the governor. 
The same 


jnestion has been before other sessions 
for years past, but It failed to meet 
-With success until this year. When 
the prohibition law becomes fully ef- 
fective Indiana will be "bone-dry." 


The falll was introduced in the house 


J>1 representatives by Representative 
Frank E. Wright of Lynn, Randolph 
rounty. It was written by Carl R. Min- 
ton, attorney for the Indiana Anti-Sa- 
loon league. 
. The rigidity of the law is shown in 
th* sweeping provision contained in 
section 4, which says: "That after the 
second day of April, 1918, it shall be 
unlawful for any person to manufac- 
ture, sell, barter, exchange, give away 
or otherwise dispose of liny intoxicat- 
ing liquor, or to keep any intoxicating 
liquor, with Intent to sell, barter, ex- 
change, give away, furnish or other- 
wise dispose of the same, except as in 
this act provided." 


However, any liquor that is under 


government bond in a bonded ware- 
house at the time' the act takes effect 
may be disposed of in accordance with 
the federal law, but it may not be dis- 
posed of in Indiana. 


The act does not prohibit any person 


from manufacturing, for his own do- 
mestic consumption, wine or elder. 
Any. person may manufacture vinegar 
ind ncmlntoxicaflng drinks; or manu- 
'uu't'.ire nntl sell pure grain alcohol for 
medicinal, scientific or mechanical pur- 
poses, or wine for sncrninpntal pur- 


the IO.TV; or manufacture 


or sen denatured niconui. 
druggists may sell pure grain alcohol 
to registered pharmacists in quantities 
not less thjin one gallon at a time, pro- 
vided the pharmacist holds a permit 
under the law; or the wholesale drug- 
gist may sell pure grain alcohol to any 
officer of a public or charitable hos- 
pital, or to any medical or other col- 
lege, for medical, mechanical or scien- 
tific purposes, upon the written and 
signed application of such officer.' 


Any person may give intoxicating 


liquor to a guest in his own house, 
provided it Is not a resort. But no per- 
son shall be permitted to have on hand 
in his own house more than one gal- 
lon of Intoxicating liquor or twelve 
quarts of beer at the time the law 
takes effect. The only way to replen- 
ish this stock after the gallon or the 
twelve quarts have been consumed will 
be to bring It in from another state by 
private conveyance. The law prohibits 
the shipment of liquor into the state or 
its transportation in the state by any 
railroad or other carrier. Thus, a per- 
son cannot carry intoxicating liquor 
with him on a train or cnr. He can 
only transport it afoot. In his own ve- 
hicle or in his own automobile, nnd 
even then he can transport it only for 
his own use. 


A licensed pharmacist may sell pure 


grain alcohol only upon the written 
prescription of a licensed physician or 
wine for sacramental purposes upon 
the written order of a clergyman or al- 
cohol for mechanical or scientific pur- 
poses umlpr strict conditions. 


A licensed pharmacist who wishes to 


sell llqunr shall obtain a permit from 
the county clerk, nnd the conditions of 
the permit are ironclad. The permit 
runs for two years. Such pharmacist 
may sell pure grain alcohol to a li- 
censed dentist or licensed veterinarian 
under strict conditions. The pharma- 
cist is required to keep an accurate 
record of all siKh snips nnd to make a 
detailed report to the rounty clerk 
within five dnys nftrr the first of .Tsou- 
ary and the first of July each year. AH 
prescriptions and applications shall be 
kept on file for two years and be open 
to public Inspection. 


If any licensed physician wrongfully 


Issues a prescription for liquor he shall 
be fined and his license shall be re- 
voked. 


Liquor Is barred from all social or 


other clubs and clubhouses. 


Any room, building or plnce In which 


llqnor Is sold, manufactured, given 
Bwny .or otherwise disposed of or 
where persons are permitted to resort 
for drinking purposes In violation of 
the law Is designated in the law as a 
public nuisance, and It may be abated 
under the nuisance law. The attorney 
general, prosecuting attorney or any 
citizen may maintain such action, and 
If successful the plnce shall be closed 
and the property lie idle for one year. 


Any public official whose duty It Is 


to enforce thp prohibition.law and who 
fails or neglects to do so may be im- 
peached from 
office hy the 
circuit 


court. Any citizen may institute such 
Impeachment proceedings. 


It will be unlawful to advertise 


liquor In the state In any manner what- 
ever, either In newspapers, magazines, j 
or other publications, on billboards, | 
bulletin boards, signs, or otherwise, | 
and any person in charge of such news- 
paper, publication or other.advertising' 
method violating the law shall be pun- 
i 


Ishod. 
Even newspapers, magazines i 


and othor publications published out- . 
side the slnto cannot bo sold in Indiana 
If they contain liquor advertising. 


The law provides for the Issuing of 


search warrants on the application of 
any citizen for the search of any place 
suspected of law violation, and all 
liquor taken in such raids shall be de- 
stroyed and the violator punished. In- i 
formers will be immune from punish- i 
ment. 
Apy wife, child or dependent 


of any person injured because of the 
sale of liquor shall have a right of ac- 
tion against the law violator. 


An organization or citizen shall have 


the right to employ an attorney to as- 
sist in a prosecution, and no prosecu- 
tion may be dismissed without the con- 
sent of the assistant counsel. 


Within ten days after the act takes 


effect all druggists and other dealers 
eicept licensed saloonkeepers shall re- 
move all liquor from their places of 
business, eicept such as are allowed by 
the law. 


"Intoxicating liquors" are defined as 


follows: 
"All malt, vinous or spirlt- 


ous liquors containing so much as one- i 
half of one per cent of alcohol, or any 
i 


drink, beverage or other preparation or j 
mixture, whether patented or not, con- ] 
talnlng as much as one-hnlf of one per 
I 


cent of alcohol by volume."

Penalties under the law are fines i 


ranging from $-150 to $500 and from ] 
thirty days to one year In jail. 


A supplemental bill was 
passed 


which provides that beginning with j 
April 2, 1917, retail liquor licenses for I 
the remaining fractional part of the I 
year up to April 2, 3918, may be is- j 
sued, and the license fee shall he in : 
proportion to the time for which the ' 
license is to run. All such licenses 
•will expire on April 2, 1918, the day 
the prohibition law takes effect. It is 
provided, however, that no such new 
license shall be issued to any person 
except thosp now holding licenses. 
Constitutional Convention. 


The one act of the general assem- 


bly which is, probably, of greatest im- 
portance to the state, when considered 
fundamentally, is the act which calls 
for the holding of a constitutional con- ; 
veution. The act Is the result of long ! 
and continuous agitation on the part 
of a large element of the citizenship 
of Indiana in favor of a revision of the 
Indiana state constitution. The pres- 
ent constitution was regarded as be- 
ing out-of-datp. nnrl not adapted to 
present conditions nnd needs. It was 
adopted In 1851. and although a few

|tnen, tne process or nmenament is so 
difficult that those who favored Impor- 
tant changes believed the only way 
to get the chpngcs was through a con- 
stitutional 
convention which would 


frame and write an entire new consti- 
tution and submit it to the people for 
ratification. 
, Under this act, the constitutional 
[convention will open on the second 
Tuesday in January. 1918, and it will 
be held In the chamber of the house 
of representatives in the Capitol at In- 
dianapolis. 
The convention will con- 


sist of 115 delegates. Fifteen will be 
elected by the voters of the state at 
large, and 100 will be elected from the 
state representative districts, the same 
as members of the house of represen- 
tatives are elected. 
The election of 


delegates to the convention will be 
held throughout the state on the third 
Tuesday in September, 1917, and it will 
be held under all of the election laws 
that govern a general election. 


The election board in each precinct 


.in the state will consist of one Inspec- 
tor and two clerks. Jill to be appointed 
by the judge of the circuit court of 
the county, and they will receive the 
same pay and linvo the same authority 
hs election officials at general elec- 
tions.

Candidates for

gates will he nominated by nominating 
pptition only. Any qualified voter may 
run for delegate by filing with the sec- 
retary of state not more thnn 00 nor 
less than 30 days before the election 
a petition signed by not loss than 200 
qualified voters of his district. Candi- 
dates for delegate nt Inrpe arp re- 
quired to file petitions signed by not 
less than 50 voters in enrh congres- 
sional district of thp state. Each can- 
didate shall give his full nnme and ad- j 
dress, and state that he will qualify , 
as delegate If elected. .If objection is I 
marie to a candidate the secretary of 
state shall hear nnd determine the 
casp and his decision will be final. 


The ballots shall hp printed so as to 


place the nnme of each candidate in a 
district at the top of the list on an 
equal number of ballots, thus prevent- 
ing any discrimination. Thpre shall he 
no emblem or distinctive design on the 
ballot. 


Any vacancy occurring among the 


district delegates shall be filled by 
special election, and any vacancy 
among the delegates at large shall he 
filled by the remaining delegates at 
Inrfe. 
The convention shall he the 


Judge of the election and qualification 
of Its members, and the rules that will 
govern the convention will be the same 
as those that govern the house of rep- 
resentatives. 
The 
convention 
will 


elect a president and other officers and 
appoint committees. Dplegstes shall 
receive the same pay nnd mileage that 
is allowed to members of the nonce 
of rpprespntntlves, and shall fix the 
pay of Its employees. The bill appro- 
priates whatever sum Is required to 
pay the expense of the. convention. A 
majority of the delegates will consti- 
tute a quorum to transact business. 


All public officials are required tn 


furnish all Information that is desired 
by the convention, nnd failure to do so 
will be punishable by a fine of 5300. 


Provision Is made for the publica- 


tion and distribution of 20,000 copies 
of the present state constitution and 
20,000 copies of the constitutional con- 
vention act as passed by the general 
assembly. 


The bureau of legislative nnd ad- 


ministrative Information is required 
to prepare and supply to the conven- 
tion all available data on the consti- 
tutions of other states and an annota- 
ted digest of the present Indiana con- 
stitution, nnd $3,000 is appropriated 
for this work. 


No time limit is placed on the con- 


vention. It may take as much time as 
it may require for its work, and It 
Is believed that the work cannot be 
completed In less than three months. 


When the convention has drafted its 


proposed constitution, it shall set a 
date for a special election, at which 
the question of adoption or rejection 
of the proposed new constitution shall 
be submitted to a vote of the people 
of the state. The selection of the date 
for the election is left entirely with the 
convention. 
Woman Suffrafle. 


Under the provisions of the Masten- 


McKlnley part suffrage measure, which 
was passed, Indiana women get their 
first chance to vote. It is said they 
have the right to vote for more differ- 
ent offices than the women of any oth- 
er suffrage state. Women possessing 
the. qualifications fixed hy the law for 
men voters have the right to vote for 
the following offices: 


Presidential electors, attorney gen- 


eral, state statistician, state geologist, 
reporter of the supreme court, judges^ 
of the appellate, superior, criminal, 
probate and juvenile courts, members 
of the county council, county assessor, 
township trustee, township advisory 
board, township assessor, all elective 
officers of cities and towrxs, all school 
officials elected hy the people, and for 
all other elective offices not provided 
for by the present state constitution 
nnd which may be created by the legis- 
lature. 


Since tbe present constitution bars 


women from voting for constitutional 
offices, the bill provides that separate 
ballot boxes ar.d ballots shall be sup- 
plied, the ballots to contain only the 
nnmes of candidates who are to be 
voted for by women. These ballots are 
to be canvassed separately and then 
added to those cast for the same of- 
fices by men voters. 
Women are re- 


qnired to register as voters, the same 
as men.

the Zepplins Now Told for First Time 


Drug Clerk the Hero—Boy 


Getting $6 a Week Makes 
Discovery, "British Say, 
Which Has Stopped Death 
from the Clouds. 


(By Mary Boyle O'RcUly.) 


Manila, 
P.I., March. 
10.—The 


fear of Zeppelins nas subsided and the 
secret of England's success against 
death from the clouds lies in a discov- 
ery by a six-dollar-a-week drug: clerk. 


As a result of this discovery British 


gunnery was able to bring down three 
invading airships in flames when a 
recent raid was attempted. 
At the 


time this story is written there have 
not been any more raws and the Brit- 
ish people are wondering if there 
ever will be. 


I am telling the story of England's 


method of stopping aerial warfare for 
the first time, I could not tell the 
story while I was in England for The 
Sentinel. The censor would not allow 
It to pass. Back in the United States 
I am able to reveal the real secret of 
England's battle against the new form 
of warfare, brought into existence by 
this world conflict. 


The discovery by the drug clerk has 


resulted in adoption by Great Britain 
of a new form of rifle shell which sets 
a Zeppelin afire as soon as it strikes. 


For this achievement. Alec Corr, 


the young Irish drug clerk, has been 
appointed to a $10,000-a-year com- 
mission with the government 


Corr was a poor Belfast boy, gradu- 


ate of an Irish school and apprenticed 
to a pharmacist^ 


His hobby was practical chemistry 


and his room at home was a labora- 
tory littered with all kinds of chem- 
icals and apparatus. 


In this little room Corr made the 


discovery which has revolutionized 
aerial warfare. 


The boy had read of the failure of 


anti-aircraft guns to bring down Zeps 
flying two miles high. Specially man- 
ufactured bullets had pierced the vast 
envelopes but had failed to destroy 
the great gas bags. Something more 
destructive was wanted.
